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WHY DID 2 DIE? CORONER S JURY .STYS- 
Parental Neglect, Speed And Liquor

Parents — liquor — speed. 
These were the contributing 
factors which snuffed out the 
lives of two youths in a head-on 
crash in Newtown on Nov. 27. a

The jury of five women and 


one man deliberated one hour 
and 
35 
minutes, 
then 
cited 
“ parental neglect” as one con­ 
tributing 
cause 
of 
the 
fatal 
tragedy; and “ strong indications 
that “ liquor was involved;” and 
“ excessive speed on the part of 
both drivers.” as the other con­ 
tributing causes. 


Dead as a result of the crash 


are Jam es L arry Snyder, 17, of 
Newtown 
- 
Dolington 
Road, 
Newtown, and Robert DuCasse, 
19, of 538 Bucks Road. Holland. 


Both were riding in an MG 
foreign sports car which split in 
two on im pact with the front 
and rear of the car found 165 
feet apart.

Snyder, who owned the car, was 
driving. Both were thrown from 
the vehicle.

The deserter was 
believed to be identical with a 
man in dirty arm y uniform who 
was observed by eyewitnesses 
to be egging the youths on in 
throwing rocks at the police.

ing lifted or lowered ever so gently from or to a 
height of 85 feet.
